EIGHT MORE Dit 
IN 193 TRAFFIC 
THAN DURING 1334 


Seventy-Three Persons 
Killed; Northeast Part 
of City Has Worst Rec- 
ord of Auto Fatalities. 


Fatal traffic accidents within the 
city limits of Atlanta brought death 
to eight more persons in 1935 than 
in 1934. The number of accident fa- 
talities increased from 65 in 1934 to 
73 in the year just ended. 

The northeast section of the city 
has by far the worst record of fatal 
crashes, according to a report made to 
The Corstitutiva Safety Counci) last 
night by Jack Strouss, secretary of 
the Atlanta Motor Club, This sec- 
tion accounted for 34 of the 73 fatal 
accidents, with Ponce de Leon avenue 
leading all single streets, with six 
auto fatalities. 

The southeast section recorded 11 
dead from crashes, with the south- 
west section showing 13 and the north- 
west 15, 

Four Killed on Edgewood. 

Edgewood avenue followed Ponce de 
Leon as the most dangerous thorough- 
fare, totaling four dead. Streets. with 
three fatalities each were Chestnut 
street, N. W., Courtland. street, %. 
E., Bankhead avenue, N. W., and Mc- 
Daniel street, 8S. W. 

“These figures have just been com- 
piled,” Strouss said, “and have not 
been broken down for interpretation 
of causes. But in my opinion, just a 
glance at them places the blame for 
the majority of accident deaths om 
recklessness. And anyone who drives 
with bad brakes, incorrect lights, while 
drunk or without taking into consid- 
eration the fact that other cars are 
on the road is driving recklessly.”

Glass, Roosevelt Confer 
at White House; No 
Banking Legislation Ex- 
pected at Short Session. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—(2)— 
A move to put congress squarely on 
record for economy in government ex- 
penditures was started today in a 
democratic quarter. 

As President Roosevelt devoted the 
last day of 1935 to preparation of his 
legislative recommendations to the 
congress opening Friday, Senator 
Byrd, democrat, Virginia, iet it be 
known he was preparing a resolution 
for strict retrenchment in federal 
money outlays for the fiscal year 
1936-37. 

Byrd, a constant critic of the 
$4,800,000,000 relief appropriation last 
session, said he was not ready to dis- 
close the details or phraseology of his 
proposal. 

Byrd's colleague, the veteran Sen- 
ator Glass, of Virginia, meanwhile 
spent nearly two hours with the Pres- 
ident at a luncheon conference going 
over the new budget and, according to 
Glass, a “wide range of subjects and 
personalities.” 

The “personalities” were widely as- 
sumed to have reference to the make- 
up of the new Federal Reserve Board 
which under the law must be reorgan- 
ized by February 1.

The killing of 32 Swedish and 
Ethiopian members of an ambulance 
unit on the gouthern war front by 
Italian aviators was reported Tuesday 
in Addis Ababa. 


This was the outstanding develop- 
ment as the African war spent its 


first New Year's Eve. 


The bombing was reported to Addis 
Ababa in a wireless message from 
Ras Desta Demtu, southern command- 
er and s0n-in-law of Em r Haile 
Selassi¢. Nine of the victims were 
said to have been Swedes and the 
others natives. 

So great was indignation in Stock- 
holm that it was necessary to rush a 
police guard to the ‘Italian legation. 
Prince Carl, President of the Swedish 
Red Cross, called upon the Interna- 
tional Red Cross to investigate. 

In New York, Lij Tasfaye Zaphiro, 
first secretary of the BEithiopian lega- 
tion ix London, who is in America to 
raise relief funds, called the reported 
attack “another example of {.rbaric 
and inhuman actions of the I'a.ian in- 
vaders.” 

It was a sober New Year's Eve in 
Rome, where the pinch of sanctions 
is felt. This extends to champagne. 
The government said all was quiet on 
the war front.

PARIS, Dee. 31.— (UP) —France 


would make a single-handed deal with 
Germany on land or ‘air forces. 

The breach in Franco-British. rela- 
tions. caused by the Anglo-ierman 
naval agreement, allowing the nazis 
to build up te 35 per cent of British 
sea strength by categories in violation 
of the Versailles treaty, thus finally 
is healed. Britain promises not to 
do it again. 


The two countries also decided to 
consult for the purpose of inviting 
Germany early in January to re-ex- 
amine the question of an arms limita- 
tion conference.’ Germany walked out 
of the world disarmament conference 
at Geneva and quit the League in 
1933 because the powers refused to 
recognize her right to defense weapons. 

It has not yet been decided whether 
the French and British ambassadors 
at Berlin shall make simultaneous 
diplomatic advances to Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler or whether British Am- 
bassador Sir Erie Phipps shall speak 
for both. 

Hitler Sounded Out. 

Unofficially Hitler has been sound- 
ed out by Phipps and is reported by 
some sources to have said Germany 
would insist upon having the largest 
single air force on the continent be- 
fort talking limitation. 

France intends to expose that con- 
tention. France today has the larg- 
est fighting air force in the world— 
although no Frenchman, however op- 
timistic, will pretend she has the best 
or most modern. 

The French have about 2,500 fight- 
ing planes to Germany’s 1,000, bat the 
latter are all modern—built secretly 
during the last four years in viola- 
tion of the Versailles treaty ending 
the World War, which said Germany 
could have no afr force.

The 45-year-old relief expert was 
emphatic in expressing “my sincerest 
hope that this country never will re- 
turn to the dole on a nation-wide 
basis.” 

Hopkins said he was tinable to ae 
dict the amount of the present $4,000,- 
000,000 work relief appropriation 
that will be available for reallocation 
after next July 1. 

“But I do know,” he said, “that 
WPA will have spent all of its pres- 
ent $1,144,000, on jobs by that 
date, There will remain thousands 
of approved and useful projects for 
continuance of the present WPA on 
such a scale as may. be deemed neéces- 
sary.” 

“It was last January,” Hopkins re- 
called, “that President oosevelt 
asked congress for the $4,000,000.000 
appropriation to end ‘this business 
of relief.’ 

“That objective has now been at- 

tained, and I call on every American 
to look about his community and see 
the difference in the morale of those 
who formerly were consigned to idle- 
ness and despair. 
. “That it was a difficult task to 
liquidate the Federal Emergency Re- 
lief Administration I think none will 
deny. Organized in May, 1933, it 
had spent more than $3,000,000,000 
on various types of relief hefore the 
final direct relief allotments were 
made last November.” 

Hopkins’ insistence that it is bet- 
ter to-give the needy something to 
do—if possible, work of the type to 
which they are accustomed—first won 
acceptance at the White Howse with 
the organization of the old Civil 
Works Administration. Today he re- 
iterated that it “is impossible to over- 
emphasize the value of work instead 
of idleness.”

A NEW YEAR OF PROMISE 

Seldom at the turn of a year— 
whether in times of prosperity or 
during periods of improving eco- 
nomic conditions—has the United 
States faced 12 months of greater 
promise than those ushered in 
today. 

Regardless of political affiliation, 
the business leaders of the country 
aré united in expressing the belief 
that 1936 will see a continuation 
and broadening of the gains regis- 
tered during 1934, with a definite 
decrease in unemployment. 

Never before has there been a 
more healthy balance between the 
various branches of our economic 
structure, with agriculture and labor 
more certain of a fairer share in 
the profits heretofore too largely 
reaped by industry and trade. 

With Europe, Africa and Asia be- 
set with wars and rumors of wars, 
the overwhelming sentiment in 
America that we refrain from dab- 
bling in troubles that. are none of 
our Business assures we will re- 
main neutral and peaceful. 


There are major goveramental 
‘and economic problems that must 
be solved during 1936, and the 
year will see another presidential 
campaign and election, but whct- 
-ever uncertainties exist cannot stem 
the constantly swelling tide of 
trade, the increasing ‘whir of the 
wheels of industry and the growing 
profits of agriculture. 

The confidence of the business 
world is expressed in the current 
issue of Business Week, conservative 
national business publication, in 
which it is pointed out that. “no 
year since 1928 has found business 
in a more cheerful mood.” 


The editors of this leading trade 
publication cite that the index of 
business activity for the week end- 
ing December 28 was 75.2, for the 
week before 74.6, and for the same 
week a year ago 62.3, and give the 
following succinct word picture of 
the “notable strides’? made by busi- 
ness during the past and the sound 
basis upon which these expansions 
have been made: 


Many lines have established new 
production, ‘sales and profit records 
that put even 1929 in the shade. 
Others have come close to that goal. 
Residential construction has received 
its first upward thrust in. virtually 
a decade. Plant expansion and mod- 
ernization have made notable strides, 
Nine reciprocal trade treaties have 
been completed, paving the way for 
a better distribution of the world’s 
goods between the “haves” and the 
“have nots.” Despite record-break- 
jug bank reserves and threats of for- 
eign wars, there has been no evidence 
of price inflation. Such unorthodox 
industrial experiments as the NRA 
have been brushed aside without so 
much as jolting the economic chariot.

November exports 
reversed the usual downward seasonal 
trend and spurted 22 per cent ahead 
of October, due particularly to ex-

Actually, it seems, dental caries is 
the most frequent ailment among civ- 
ilized - people, but a large proportion 
of the population with dental caries 
(tooth decay or cavity formation) does 
not complain about dental caries nor 
do anything to prevent it or to cure 
it until it has progressed to a destruc- 
tive stage. he average dimwit is 
not greatly concerned about dental 
caries unléss or until he feels pain 
from it or the unsightly cavity shows 
when he uncovers his teeth to have 
his picture taken. Dentors (dentists 
to you) find an astonishingly large 
percentage of their patients decline 
to have beginning caries treated when. 
the cavities are first discovered in 
the periodic oral inspection or cas- 
ually when the. patient is compelled 
to seek relief for other trouble with 
the teeth. Such short-sighted econ- 
omy does not seem so remarkable 
when we recall that according to 
psychologists from 20,000,000 to 4U,- 
000.000 of our population are in fact 
child-minded. 

Constipation is unquestionably the 
most common complaint—although in 
the great majority of cases it is not 
so much ailment or disease as weak- 
ness or habit. 


Here I candidly confess I am abat- 
ing a jot and maybe a tittle or two, 
but at any rate I do it gently and 
painlessly.

DEMAND The most extraordinary thing about the figures is the esti- 
mate that industrial production was 99 per cent of normal 
last month. A secret of that figure ig that it is heavily weighted with 
automobile production, for which the season has lately been changed. 
This factor accounts for at least one point in the figure, if not more. 
But the real balanced picture is this: All industrial actitity failed to 
slide off around the year-end season as it usually does, The hurried 
production of autos brought an abnormal seasonal demand for steel, 
glass, rubber and all the other products which go into autos. But be- 
yond that, there was no slackening in demand for steel from the other 
durable goods industries, machine tools, etc. This is the important point: 
It means the demand spread is still sufficiently strong to offset a sea- 
sonal trend.

Another angle to the possible rear. 
tion to the supreme court’s findings 
on the farm aid program xe discussed 
today when the questio® of goods 
markets came in for considerable 
comment. Traders asserted that the 
cloth markets, hemmed in by process- 
ing taxes and other detrimental fac- 
tors, might find a new lease on life 
if the supreme court should decide 
that the processing tax was unconsti- 
tutional. The advantage of any ad- 
verse decision to the raw cotton mar- 
ket was still considered conjectural. 

Exports continued to gain and end- 
ed 1935 approximately 921,000 bales 
ahead of the last season. In addi- 
tion to this 157,000 bales were on 
shipboard waiting clearance for for- 
eign ports.

New Measure To Give F. D. 
-R. Wider Powers With 
Army. _ 


WASHINGTON, Dec.. 31.—(P)— 
A neutrality bill giving the President 
wider discretion in measures intended 
to keep the nation out of war took 


shape tonight after a White House 
conference. | 
Chairman. McReynolds, democrat, 
Tennessee, of the house foreign af- 
fairs committee, announced after the 
meeting that he would introduce 
promptly a draft which would: 
1. Give the President the right to 
embargo, in his discretion, war mate- 
tials such as oil. and steel,.as differ- 
entiated from munitions and actual 
implements of war. . 
Mandatory Provisions. 
2. Make permanent the mandatory 
provision of the present law expiring 
February 29 requiring embargo of 
munitions and war implements to 
helligerents. 
3. Possibly exempt from this man- 
datory requirement the . Latin-Ameri- 
can nations within the scope of the 
Monroe Dictrine. 
The Tennesseean, who conferred 
withe Mr. Roosevelt along with Chair- 
man Pittman, democrat, Nevada, of 
the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee; Secretary Hull and R. Walton 
Moore,. assistant secretary of state, 
emphasized that the ideas he outlined 
were his own and had not been agreed 
upon specifically at the White House. 
“These are my own personal opin- 
ions as to how the neutrality act 
should be broadened,” he said. “An- 
other discussion will be ‘held Thurs- 
dév morning when Pittman and I con- 
fer again with Secretary Hull. 
In © Ideas. 

“But unless we agree on something 
then, I intend te incorporate those 
idea:; in a bill.” 

. All the conferees were reticent on 
the scope of their discussion with the 
President. although: they indicated 
that the State Department opposition 
to the present mandatory neutrality 
features might govern action on any 
new bill. 

Pittman ‘shoved aside questioners, 
whik Hull described the conference 
as “the first preliminary discussion of 


+the neutrality problem.’ 


McReynolds told reporters it was 
net his thought to name individual 
commodities such as cotton, oil, cop- 
per ane iron and steel scraps in the 
section which would give the Presi- 
dent diseretionary ensbargo eyes 
over war materials. He said the sec- 
tion would, however, apply without 
exceptions to all warring nations. 
His bill is expected to have the in- 
dorsement of the house leadership, 
since he discussed neutrality with 
Speaker Byrns before leaving for the 
White House. .Byrns has said he 
favored a discretionary measure and 
that he saw virtually “eye to eye” 
with McRevnolds.
